A proposal by the Kroger Co. 
that an instrument recording both 
the speed of a. vehicle and time 
lost in operation be placed on 
company trucks is the principal 
cause of a strike of 107 AFL 
drivers today, a company spokes- 
man said. 

The strike, called late yester- 
day by Department Store. Drivers’ 
Local 709, may cause the closing 
of some of the 208 Kroger stores 
in this area. Union officers said 
picket lines would be established 
at some ot the stores today, with 
the expectation that AFL Meat 
Cutters and Retail Clerks would

with the result that Kroger stores 
will be short of bread and other 
bakery goods today and will face 
diminishing supplies of other 
articles if the strike continues. 

A company spokesman said the 
former wage agreement expired 
Jan. 2, and union demands for 
shorter hours, from the present 
48-hour week, have been negotiat- 
ed. The company offered a 45- 
hour week, with a wage increase 
of 7½ cents an hour, the company 
spokesman reported. The union 
sought a 40-hour week, but prin- 
cipal objection was to the pro- 
posal that “techographs,” the re- 
cording device, be placed on the 
trucks. 

“The men argued that installa- 
tion of the device would be plac- 
ing a ‘watchdog’ on their trucks, 
and they don't want it,” the com- 
pany representative said.

He 
cites the classic case of Sears, Roebuck & Co., whose employes’ trust 
is now that company’s biggest stockholder. Both employe and em- 
ployer contribute to the fund. 

It has had some amazing results. A buyer retired after 21 years, 
during which he deposited $5681. He received $47,084. A male 
clerical worker retired with $25,905 after 22 years. He had depos- 
ited $3227. Another clerk retired at 60 with cash and stock of 
$70,591. He had put up $4798. A merchandising supervisor, 
at 60, had paid out $7536 and “— eash and stock worth $134,423.

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that Asia and most of Europe are 
the stakes of a diplomatic strug- 
gle between Russia and America. 
There are, of course, dependent 
and weak countries. But there are 
also great peoples, however dis- 
organized and poor, who by the 
weight of their numbers and their 
vitality and their traditions, must 
be regarded—because that is 
what they are or soon will be 
as principal and sovereign powers. 
The U.S.A. and U.S.S.R. cannot 
negotiate without them but only 
with them. When we accept that 
conclusion the frozen policies of 
the cold war will begin to un- 
freeze. Not negotiation between 
Truman and Stalin but the reap- 
pearance of independent powers, 
who have the energy and the will 
to take their own course, will 
break the deadlock of the present 
two-power system. 
Whether the breaking of that 
deadlock will be favorable to our 
interests and to the general cause 
of national freedom and of peace 
is the crucial question to which 
our new diplomacy must find the 
answer. It could happen that the 
non-Communist coalition would 
break up first, and in such a way 
as to draw Germany and Japan 
and much else besides into the 
Soviet orbit. Such a catastrophe 
is likely to happen, I think, if 
we are unable to propose to Ger- 
many and to Japan a place in the 
world which gives them the pros- 
pect of security and a position 
of independent self-respect. 

We have not yet done that, and 
I believe we shall never do it if 
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coalition. 
That was not a feasible policy as © 
long as Germany and Japan were 
prostrate. But as they are re- 
viving, it is no longer an impos- 
sible line of policy. j 


For Peace Treaties. 


We should, therefore—of course 
after careful deliberation on the 
concrete terms—take our stand 
firmly and wunequivocably for 
peace treaties with Germany and 
Japan. We should stand for the 
re-unification of a German state 
committed by the treaty of peace 
and its own constitution to a pol- 
icy of military neutrality, akin to 
that of Switzerland and Sweden, 
and within the United Nations. 
We should offer the end of the 
controls and of the occupation 
when the new German state has a 
German police and militia which 
it considers loyal and efficient. 

We should offer Japan peace 
with military neutrality.. We 
should look to Japan and to India 
as the leading powers of Asia in 
finding a modus vivendi with Red 
China which will give to China 
an alternative to complete depend- 
ence on Moscow. 

We should take this general 
line hoping sincerely that the 
Russians will find it acceptable
